London, June 4—The Rome corre-

Conditions at Port Arthur.

Chefoo, June 4.—~(Noon)—A Chinese
passenger on & junk which has arrived
here from Dalny states that he was
at Port Arthur, and that the Russian
foree, Inclusive of sallors, numbers
only 40,000 men. Four of the largee
vessels of the Russian fleet are un-
damaged, but all the others are In the
hands of repairers. The Japanese have
restored order al Dainy and Tallen-
wan, and have driven out the bundits

Dalny, according to the passenger's
story, was not badly damaged by the

fire. Only the old town was de-
sbroyed.
N Movements of Armies,

London, June 3.-No further light
has been thrown on the ramors cols
cerning General Kuropatkin's Inten-
tions. Dispatches in the Morning Post
from Shanghal and to the Chronicle
from Niu Chwang repeat the reports
of the movement of 15,000 Russians to
Kal Ping. The correspondents assert
that five days' fighting took place al
Wafangtien, and that the Russlans are
employing 4000 carts to remove muni-
tions from Liso Yang to Kal Yuen, 79
miles north of Mukden. The Post's’
Shanghal correspondent also says that
General Mistchenko hans sent 4000 cav-
alry of the imperial guard from Kuang
Cheng Twu to cut off the Japanese st
Piteewol. No great rellance, however,
should be placed on these dispatches,
which evidently have some common
Chinese origin.

Story of Kinchou.

St. Petamsburg, June 3—The minis-
ter of war has recelved a report from
General Stogssel, dated Pomt Arthur,
Muay 25, as follows;

“After a flevce battle lasting two
days, 1 ordered our position at Kin-
chou to be evacuated in the evening,
for we had opposed to us at least
three divisions, with 120 guns.

"The enemy's fire, particularly that
from the four gunboals and six tor-
pedo-boats, anathilaied our batteries
mounted at Kinchou. The Fifth regi-
ment, which was pos on this spot
stood s ground . The fire
from this régiment, as well as that of
our batterles and the gunboat Bobr,
off Khounouesza, Inflicted enormous
losses on the Japanese,

“Our losses amounted to 30 eflicers
and 800 men killed or wounded. We
blew up or damaged all our guns which
the Japanese had not put out of action,

“It would have been expedient cer-
tainly to bring up siege artillery dur-
Ing the fierce fighting,

“The battle of May 26 began at §
a, m, and lasted until § p, m., when 1
ordered the position evacuated grad-
ually, but the explosion of a number of
our mines wnd fougndes was rendered
Iimpossible by the Japanese, who turn-
ed our position lmmediately.

“The Japanese advanced through the
water up to thelr walste under protec-
tion of the ships,

“The spirit of our troops Was excel-
lent.”

London, June 3.—A diapatch to the
Dally Express from Toklo says that
Fleld Marshal Yamagata has Been ap-
pointed commander-in-chief of all
armies In the field.
